The Premonitory Erupe- 
tions Crnfirmed—The Citizens 
Scared and Preparing tor 
Judgment Day. 


[SEECIAL TO THE DLILY NEWS. | 


MARION, N. C., March 20th, via 
SALISBURY.—Arrived here at one 
o’clock to-day. Will leave for Bald 
Mountain, eighteen miles distant 
this evening. 


The citizens here confirm the re- | 


port of the premonitary volcanic 
eruption on the Mountain. 
have been felt. in this place. <A large 
party of  scieutifie adventurers 
passed through Rutherford to-day 
en route tothe scene. I will reach 
the mountain to-night and will be 
able to send a special to-morrow. I 
find the people intensely excited all 
around about the mountain. Out 
door prayer meetings are being held, 
as many believe that the day of judg- 
ment is high at hand. W. 


THE BATCHELOR-GATLING DIFFI- 
CULTY—AN AMICABLE ADJUSTMENT 
ARRIVED AT—HANDS SHAKEN 
ACROSS THE BLooby CHASM.—At 9 
a.m. yesterday, Messrs. J. B. Batche- 
lor and J. W. Gatling appearedin the 
court room, and were arraigned before 
his Honor, Judge Tourgee, for the 
rencontre, which occurred on Friday 
afternoon, the nature of which our 
readers are already acquainted with, 
and were each represented respectful- 
ly by Judge D. G. Fowle and Colonel 
Edwards, who addressed the court, 
tendering the apologies of both par- 
ties, and their deep regrets that such 
au occurrence should have taken 
place, and asking his Honor to dis- 
miss the matter without further ac- 
tion than to bind each ‘party to ap- 
pear at Spring Term of Wake 
Superior Court. 

His Honor said that he exceeding— 
ly regretted that such an affray 
should have occurred, and he would 
dismiss the action if consistent with 
his duty; but that great disrespect 
had been offered the Court—(not 
him personally)—and in the place of 
justice ; thatif it had been other par- 
ties than members of the Bar and 
officers of the Court, lis action in 
the premises would have been taken 
asa matter of course; that this af- 
fray between two members of the 
Bar and fofficers of the Court was 
much graver than the case he had 
put. He therefore, ordered a_ fine 
of 350 to be entered against Mr. 
Batchelor and S100, against BMr. 
Ciatting. 

During this time Judge Tourgee 
and Col. Edwards were acting as 
yveace-makers, and after the {Judve 
bak given his judgment, Mr. Batel- 
elor rose and said that be did lot in- 
tend to impugn improper motives to 
Mr. Moecre, when he said that if 
there had been a decree that it hod 
been drawn up and signed without 


his knowledge, tlint it was 
possible he had done uninten- 
tional injustice to the other 


side, and therefore he made the state- 
ment that he did not intend to at- 
tribute improper motives to Mr. 
Moore, whom it was said drew up the 
decree and had it signed. Mr. Gat- 
ling then arose and said that he un- 
derstood the honor of Mr. Moore to 
be impugned by the remarks of Mr. 
Batchelor, whose honor was dear to 
him; that no other course than to 
resent it was left him ; but inasmuch 
as Mr. Batchelor had stated that he 
did not mean to impugn the honor 
of Mr. Moore, that it he had done 
wrong he was sorry for it, and there 
was nothing existing to prevent his 
meeting Mr. Batchelor on_ perfect 
terms of social equality and friend- 
ship. 

Mr. G. then went on to state that 
in his eard, which appeared last Sum- 
mer in the Daily Sentinel, in regard 
to the alleged misapplication of cer- 
tain dividends of the Raleigh & Gas- 
ton Railroad Company, no reflection 
on Mr. Batchelor was intended. 

Mr. Batehelor was glad to hear this 
statement, and would now withdraw 
his response to the card alluded to, 
Mr. Gatling then withdrew his re- 
joinder. Mr. Batchelor then ap- 
proached Mr. Gatling with his hand 
extended, which the latter gave a 
clasp and—“‘peace reigned in War- 
saw.’? Judge Tourgee remitted the 
fines and ordered the record to be ex- 
punged, but bound the parties over 
to the next term of Court, the gen- 
tlemen becoming each other’s in- 
dorser. 


THe LECrURE OF F. H. BUSBEE, 
Esq.—This talented gentleman on 
Friday evening delivered to the 
young ladies of the Peace Institute, 
and a number of specially invited la- 
dies and gentlemen of the city, a 
mos’ interesting lecture on The Lnn- 
mortality of Force. Itis useless for 
us tospeak of Mr. Busbee’s native 
talent and acquired Kuowledge, for 
his reputation as a remarkably gifted 
gentleman and polished and finished 
scholar has long since been estab- 
lished. The subject was handled in 
2 masterly manner and treated so 
lueidly as to address itself to the com- 
prehension of all. The lecturer, af- 
tera brief explanatory preface and 
an allusion to the indestructibility 
of matter, proceeded to explain and 
illustrate the great law of the persis— 
tence of force, or, as it is generally 
termed, the conservation of energy. 
This was illustrated by experiments 
in the several divisionsof foree, those 
in electricity being the most interest- 
ing. The bearing of this law upon 
the forces by the human body, mus- 
cular and mental, was next shown, 
and, finally, the source of all energy 
was proven to be the sun. The 
theme, uuder the able treatment of 
Mr. Busbee, wasa most interesting 
one, and the evening to his hearers 
was one deep rational pleasure and 
solid profit.

THESEABOARD & RALEIGH RAIL- 
ROAD.—A day or two ago we alluded 
to the commencement of the prelimi- 
nary survey of this proposed road 
from Williamston, Martin county, 
via ‘Tarboro, to this city, and as it is 
a matter of paramount importance 
to us, we make the following ex- 
tracts from exchanges in reference to 
the enterprise. It should be remem- 
bered that the old Williamston & 
Tarboro Railroad forms a part of this 
road, and that a good deal of grading 
has been done on that portion of the 
route between Williamston and Tar- 
boro, and, we believe, some iron laid. 
The completion of this road will put 
Raleigh in easy communication with 
Williamston, where there is over

Says the Tarboro Enquirer and 
Southerner of the 20th inst.: 

**‘Major J. H. Rogers, with Cap- 
tains D. P. McCorkle, M. B. Poi- 
tiaux, M. M. Rogers and W. M. 
Chunn, arfived in Tarboro on 


commenced a reconnoisance of the 
Williamston & Tarboro road. They 
expect to return to this place in a 
day or two, and on Monday the sur- 
vey of the route from Tarboro to 
Raleigh will be commenced, under 
the direction of Captains McCorkle 
and Poitiaux. 

‘‘We were informed by Major 
Rogers that no Directors were chosen 
at the recent meeting of the Commis- 
sioners at the Astor House, New 
York, it being the desire of the Com- 
pany thata portion of its directory 
should be residents of this State. 

‘‘We hope our people will give this 
enterprise a thorough investigation, 
and, when satisfied, lend a liberal 
hand towards its furtherance. 

‘‘We have still on hand for gratui- 
tous distribution a number of copies 
of the charter of the Seaboard & 
Raleigh Railroad. We give below an 
extract : 

‘Sec. 56. And be it further enacted, 
That a majority of the directors pre- 
sent (not less than three) at any re- 
gular or called meeting of said cor- 
poration, shall have power to eall in 
the capital stock of said company by 
such installments, (not to exceed ten 


($10) dollars on each share any 
one time,) and at such time 


as they may direct; provided, 
that such installments shall not 
be ealled for at a shorter pericd 
than thirty days? from each other, 
and in case of non-payment of said 
installments, or any one of them, to 
forfeit the share or’ shares upon 
which such default shall arise, and 
shall be so forfeited if so declared by 
a vote of the Board of Directors, six- 
ty days previous notice having been 
given in writing to the holder of 
such stock, andto make and pre- 
scribe such by-laws, rules and regu- 
lations as to them shall appear need- 
fuland proper, touching the manage- 
mentand reglulations of the stock, 
property and estate, or effects of the 
said corporation,  Subsecriptions to 
the capital stock of said railway com- 
pany may be made inland, labor and 
material, npon such terms as may be 
avreed upon by the directors and the 
owners thereof.” 

Says the Rocky Mount J/ui/ of the 
2Oth imst: 

“Several gentlemen belonging to 
the Engineer corps of the Seaboard & 
Raleigh R. R., have visited our town 
this week prospecting the country 
through whieh the new road will 
probably run. We were pleased to 
receive a Visit from Maj. H. P. Rog- 
ers of the corps who represents the 
prospects of an early completion of 
the road. The road will most proba- 
bly cross the W. & W. R. R., at 
Rocky Mount will add much to our 
already prosperous town. Let our 
citizens offer all the encouragement 
in their power to develop the resour- 
ces of our section, and ere long ‘‘we 
will swim.”’ 

KITCHEN BURNT.—Yesterday af- 
ternoon the kitchen on the premises 
of Mr. S. J. Fall, corner of Person 
and Hargett streets, was discovered 
to be on fire. The Fire Department 
turned out and were soon on the spot. 
The great difficulty in procuring 
water rendered, for a short time, the 
safety of the dwelling house, which 
was within a few feet of the building 
on fire, very precarious. While un- 
der the impression that the dwelling 
would eatch, all of Mr. Fall’s furpi- 
ture and effects were moved, and in 
the moving were badly damaged and 
scattered. By the well directed use of 
such supply of water as could be ob- 
tained, and the application of blan- 
kets, the dwelling house was saved, 
though the side next to the fire was 
badly seorched. The kitchen was 
totally consumed. with all of its con- 
tents. How the fire originated is not 
known. Mr. Fall says that he was 
in the bnilding but a few minutes 
before the alarm was given, and when 
his attention was called to it, the 
flames were shooting up on all sides, 
Mr. Fall’s coat, in one of the pockets 
of which there was a purse contain- 
ing some $38 or $40, was hanging up 
in the kitchen, and was among the 
articles burned. The premises be- 
long to Miss Julia Peace, and were 
rented by Mr. Fall asa private resi- 
dence, and there he publishes his 
paper, the Spirit of the Age. 


DEATH oF C. W. GRANDY.—The 
Norfolk Landmark, of Friday, con- 
tained a brief biographical sketch of 
Cyrus W. Grandy, whose death oc- 
eurred at his residence, in Norfolk, 
on Wednesday last. 

Mr. Gransly was a native of Cam- 
den county in this State, whence he 
removed to Norfolk in 1845 for the 
purpose of engaging in mercantile 
pursuits. In that year he established 
the well-known and popular com- 
mission house of C. W. Grandy & 
Sons, and has been continuously in 
business until the outbreak of the 
war. During hostilicies he resided in 
Oxford, in this State. As soon as 
the war had ended he returned to 
Norfolk and resumed business. No 
man in that city had a higher char- 
acter for integrity and fair-dealing. 
He was a model merehant and eiti- 
zen, always foremost in every enter- 
prise, which promised good to his 
people. Hecarried with him to his 
grave the love and respect of the com- 
munity in which his active, useful

The Board, after doing a good deal 
of auditing, adjourned to meet again 
on next Friday. 


In order to help our temperance 
friends as much as could be reasona- 
bly expected from us, we publish the 
following analysis of sherry wine, 
recently made in Baltimore, we be- 
lieve: 

1. The whole of the wines, without 
exception, were fortified with extra- 
neous spirit to a large extent. This 
spirit, doubtless, in nearly all cases, 
and prbably in every case, is derived 
either from corn, beet-root or potato, 
and not from the grape; while the 
average amount of proof spirit furn- 
ished by the must from which sher- 
ries are made at Xeres, according to 
the best authorities, is about 19 per 
cent., the lowest quantity found was 
29.723, and the highest 41.294, the 
mean being 35.477 per cent. 

2. Seventeen of the nineteen sam- 
ples were decidedly ‘‘plastered.’’ The 
quantity of sulphate of potash found 
in the wines after deducting three 
grains per bottle—this being the ut- 
most amount ever inet with in natur- 
al sherry—ranged trom 15.0 to 5.16 
grains per bottle. These quantities 
give 90.0 grains as the lowest, and 
309.6 grains as the highest amount 
per gallon. 

3. In addition to the fortifying and 
plastering, five of the wines eontain- 
ed considerable amounts of cane su- 
gar, the presence of which affords, of 
course, clear evidence of adultera- 
tion, 

4. Two of the sherries—those de- 
nominated ‘‘Hambro’’ sherries—con- 
tained very little wine at all, but con- 
sisted chiefly of spirit, sugar and wa- 
tea, flavored; in tact, these mixtures 
could hardly be said to have any claim 
to be regarded as wines at all.

have become alarmed and 
wandered from their usual range. 

Such was the alarm, that about 12 
o’clock at night on the 22d, the peo- 

ple for miles around began to assem- 
ble at a man’s house by the name of 
Camp. And Camp having gone to 
the wood pile for wood, became so 
alarmed that he fell upon his knees 
and began to pray aloud. Very soon 
the terrible quaking of the mountain 
Was such that the great crowd now 
assembled engaged in prayer. At 
daybreak on Monday morning of the 
“th ult., George Logan, a colored 
Baptist preacher, was sent for in 
great haste. Andso impatient were 
they of his arrival, that a portion of 
the crowd met him on the road, be- 
seeching him to come and pray and 
preach. The people thus assembled 
remained in these devotions for three 
days, when they moved a short dis- 
tance to a vacant house, the property 
of Harris Elliott. About the third 
day Billy Logan, a white man and 
Baptist preacher, was sent for, who 
came immediately. On _ the third 
day of March, Rev. J. M. Lundy, the 
Methodist minister in charge of the 
Broad River Mission, was impor- 
tuned to attend and preach, who 
promptly complied with the request. 

From an eye witness, the scenes 
are described as most strange and ex- 
traordinary. The people came flock- 
ing in crowds of fifteen and twenty, 
including men, women and ehildren, 
all presenting the most terrible state 
of tear, despair and penitence. 

On the day Mr. Lumley preached, 
the house was literally packed, the 
preacher barely having room to stand; 
sO great Was the rush to hear, that 
many rushed up the side of the walls 
and crowded on the joists above— 
only a portion of the upper story 
having a floor. 

The portion having the floor was 
filled, thus forming a sort of gallery. 
And many not being able to enter 
the house, crowded their heads in the 
door and ali around the house, mani- 
festing the most intense interest. 
When the call was made for mour- 
ners, the people rushed from all parts 
of the house, and from outside of the 
house With almost frantie yells, and 
fell upon the floor and upon each 
other, all praying and supplicating 
in the most heartfelt and agonizing 
manner ever witnessed on earth. 

The exercises continued incessant- 
ly for 16 days and nights with but 
little intermission. 

During this time the people all 
lived in common—no attention was 
given to labor or property—cattle, 
horses and hogs were turned to the 
woods, and theentire people within 
the range of this awful excitement 
have concluded that they have buta 
few more days to live. About one 
hundred have made profession of re- 
ligion. ‘ihe closing scenes of this 
strange Ineelting are represented as 
most peculiar and wonderful. 

During most of this period of 16 
days the mountain had continued at 
intervals to present the same alarm- 
ing impressions. But having’prayed, 
shouted, sung “and agonized for this 
long period, they separated with the 
promise that all would remain and 
die if necessary. It is said that the 
uwe-stri¢ken countenances, the mel- 
ancholy demeanor of this vast crowd 
on the breaking up of the devotions 
are beyond ali description, 

In these excited deyotions it 
seems that all became — per- 
fectly resigned to what seemed 
un inevitable fate,  AIl past dif- 
ferences were forgotten, and mutual 
uinnhesty seemed to be the universal 
feeling, One old woman, a strong 
LBaptistin her religous opinions,cried 
out to Bro. Lumley, the Methodist 
minister, *‘ Now is the time to unite, 
as we are all soon to go to the Judg-— 
ment!’ 

it will be proper to remark that 
many of these people were not here- 
toforein the habitofattending church 
—they lived in the utmost disreyard 
of the Sabbath, and have giyen but 
little attention to education. 

Whatever may be the nature of this 
terrible ‘‘quaking mountain’ it’ is 
certain that the effect upon the peo- 
ple has been the most wonderful on 
record. Your readers might imag- 
ine thealarm and terror which would 
seize the frightened hundreds upon & 
ship about to godown with the storm 
in mid ocean, or the rushing froma 
falling house, or from a building on 
flames, but these alarms are but lit- 
tle more than what has been wit- 
nessed on Bald Mountain and vi- 
cinity. 

Your reporter has only proposed at 
this time to give the effect upon the 
people of this wonderful phenomen-— 
en; reserving for another timea dle- 
scription of this mountain. It 
might, however, be well to remark, 
that this mountain is within a tew 
miles of the celebrated Chimney 
Rock.
